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SUMMARY: AT PERMREPS LUNCH ON OCTOBER 8, AM AND CHARGES DISCUSSED 
RELIEF ASSISTANCE FOR CYPRUS; THE MIDDLE EAST; TERRORISM; ACTIVATION 
OF NAVOFORMED;NUCLEAR ASPECTS OF NUNN AMENDMENT ; ALLIANCE CONSULTATION 
ON DETENTE; ANTI-ARMOUR BRIEFING FOR THE DPC; PLANS FOR THE DECEMBER 
MINISTERIAL; AND THE NORTH ATLANTIC ASSEMBLY ANNUAL SESSION.DISSUSSION 
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ON TERRORISM REPORTED SEPTEL. END SUMMARY. 

1. RELIEF ASSISTANCE FOR CYPRUS. CHARGE MCAULIFFE DREW FULLY 
ON STATE 218696 AND INVITED THE INFORMAL COMMENTS OF THE PERMREPS. 
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MENZIES (CANADA) SAID HIS COUNTRY PARTICIPATES IN UNFICYP AND 
HAS MADE A SUBSTANTIAL CONTRIBUTION TO THE RELIEF OF THE CYPRIOT 
PEOPLE. SPEAKING PERSONALLY, HE SAID HE FELT THERE WAS ALREADY 
SUFFICIENT COORDINATION BY THE UN AND THE INTERNATIONAL RED CROSS, 

AND HE SAW NO PURPOSE IN FURTHER DISCUSSIONS IN NATO AMONG THE 
ALLIES. ERALP (TURKEY) AGREED NOTING THAT UN SYG WALDHEIM 
HAD JUST ISSUED A CALL FOR $21 MILLION IN RELIEF ASSISTANCE FOR 
CYPRUS. THIS UN ACTIVITY, COUPLED WITH WORK BEING DONE BY THE 
INTERNATIONAL RED CROSS MAKES IT UNNECESSARY IN THE VIEW OF HIS 
GOVERNMENT FOR NATO TO BECOME INVOLVED IN RELIEF ACTIVITIES. 

ERALP ALSO EXPRESSED THE FEAR THAT ANY SUCH DISCUSSION AT NATO 
HEADQUARTERS WOULD LIKELY LEAD TO INVOLVEMENT IN POLITICAL 
ASPECTS AND WOULD THUS PROVE DIVISIVE TO ALLIANCE SOLIDARITY. 

2. THEODOROPOULOS (THE NEW GREEK PERMREP) FELT THAT THE ALLIANCE 
SHOULD ALWAYS BE CONCERNED ABOUT HUMAN NEED AND THAT IT IS IMPORTANT 
NOT ONLY TO THE PEOPLE OF GREECE AND CYPRUS BUT TO THE ENTIRE 

WORLD THAT NATO SHOW ITS HUMANITARIAN DIMENSIONS. HE SAW NO 
REASON WHY ALLIES SHOULD NOT BE WILLING TO ADVISE ONE ANOTHER 
WHAT EACH WAS NOW DOING TO HELP RELIEVE HUMAN SUFFERING AND 
WHAT EACH WAS PLANNING TO DO IN THE FUTURE. ERALP RESPONDED 
THAT HE FELT CERTAIN EACH ALLY WAS ALREADY PROVIDING AS MUCH 
AID AS POSSIBLE TO CYPRUS AND HE FORESAW GRAVE POLITICAL 
DIFFICULTIES ARISING IF THE ALLIES BEGIN DISCUSSION RELIEF 
QUESTIONS AT EVERE. HE CITED AS AN EXAMPLE, THE PLIGHT OF 
8,200 TURKISH CYPRIOTS IN THE SEVEREIGN BASE AREAS WHOM THE 
BRITISH REFUSE TO ALLOW TO LEAVE. UK PERMREP PECK OBSERVED 
THAT THIS WAS AN IMPRECISE DISCRETION OF THE SITUATION IN THE 
SPAS. 

3. DE STAERCKE (BELGIUM) SAID HIS GOVERNMENT WOULD NOT FIND 

IT AT ALL INCONVENIENT TO EXCHANGE INFORMATION WITH ANY AND ALL 
ALLIES AS TO WHAT BELGIUM HAS DONE AND WHAT IT PLANS TO DO. 

HE FELT SUCH AN EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION WOULD ELIMINATE 
DUPLICATION AND WASTE, AND THAT ANYTHING DONE AT NATO HEADQUARTERS 
WOULD SERVE TO MAKE THE EFFORTS OF THE UN AND THE INTERNATIONAL 
RED CROSS EVEN MORE EFFECTIVE. DE STAERCKE URGED PERMREPS TO 
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QUERY THEIR GOVERNMENTS. SYG LUNS SUPPORTED DE STAERCKE NOTING 
THAT ALLIES DID NOT REMAIN INDIFFERENT TO HUMAN SUFFERING 
WHEN DROUGHT STRUCK THE SAHEL RECENTLY. LUNS SAW NO REASON 
WHY THE PROPOSED EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION SHOULD HAVE POLITICAL 
IMPLICATIONS OR CAUSE POLITICAL DIFFICULTIES AMONG THE ALLIES. 

HARTOGH (NETHERLANDS) AGREED WITH LUNS AND DE STAERCKE ON A 
PERSONAL BASIS, BUT SAID HE WOULD HAVE TO QUERY THE HAGUE BEFORE 
HE COULD SPEAK AUTHORITATIVELY. SVART, BUSCH AND CATALANO 
(DENMRK, NORAWY AND ITALY), SAW NO HARM IN A CANVASS OF THE TYPE 
PROPOSED PROVIDED NATO DID NOT SEEK TO COORDINATE RELIEF ACTI- 
VITIES AND THUS USURP THE ROLE THAT PROPERLY BELONGS TO 
RELIEFAGENCIES . 
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4. AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE LUNCHEON, ERALP DREW MCAULIFFE 

ASIDE AND SAID ANKARA WOULDHAVEGREAT DIFFICULTY WITH ANY DISCUSS- 
ION OF AID TO CYPRUS IN THE NATO ALLIANCE CONTEXT, EVEN A SIMPLE 
EXCHANGE OF STATISTICS. HE SAID HIS GOVERNMENT BELIEVES ANY SUCH 
DISCUSSION WOULD SOON LEAD TO QUESTIONS ABOUT REHABILITATING THE 
CYPRIOT ECONOMY, THE USE OF PORTS, AND THE USE OF OTHER TRANSPORT- 
ATION AND COMMUNICATIONS FACILITIES; AND THAT QUESTIONS ALONG THESE 
LINES WILL BECOME POLITICAL AND WILL THEREFORE REQUIRE FIRM 
STATEMENTS FROM TURKISH REPRESENTATIVES PRESENT. 

5. MIDDLE EAST. REFERRING TO THE NAC CONSULTATION ON THE 
MIDDLE EASTSCHEDULED TO TAKE PLACE, OCTOBER 9, THE LUXEMBOURG 
PERMREP (FISCHBACH) CONFESSED THAT HIS OWN GOVERNMENT WAS IN 
NO POSITION TO MAKE SUBSTANTIVE CONTRIBUTION TO THAT DISCUSSION, 

AND HE HOPED THAT THE UNITED STATES WOULD MAKE A 

MAJOR INPUT. FRENCH CHARGE CARRAUD QUESTIONED THE PURPOSE OF 
ANY MIDDLE EAST DISCUSSION AT THIS JUNCTURE PRIOR TO SECRET ATY 
KISSINGER'S TRAVELS IN THAT AREA. HARTOUGH SIMILARLY QUESTIONED 
FRUITFULNESS OF A MIDDLE EAST CONSULTATION AT THIS TIME. LUNS 
DEFENDED HIS INITIATIVE CITING NEED FOR ALLIES TO CONTINUE TO 
CONSULT ABOUT DIFFICULTIES WHICH DEVELOP OUTSIDE THE TREATY AREA. 
LUNS EXPRESSED HIS PERSONAL HOPE THAT SECRETARY KISSINGER OR A 
MEMBER OF THE SECRETARY'S PARTY MIGHT COME TO NATO HEADQUARTERS 
TO DISCUSS MIDDLE EAST DEVELOPMENTS ON THE HEELS OF THE SECRETARY'S 
TRIP. MCAULIFFE SAID HE WOULD HAVE A FEW THOUGHTS TO EXPRESS 
DURING THE OCTOBER 9 NAC AND THAT THE UNITED STATES WOULD WELCOME 
AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. MCAULIFFE NOTED THAT IN ORDER THAT THERE COULD 
BE AN EXCHANGE IT WOULD BE NECESSRY FOR OTHER ALLIES TO CONTRIBUTE 
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THEIR THOUGHTS ANDINFORMATION ON DEVELOPMENTS IN THE AREA. 

HE SAID THE UNITED STATES IS WELL AWARE THAT WASHINGTON IN NOT 
THE SOLE POSESSOR OF ALL KNOWLEDGE. OTHER ALLIES HAVE 
IMPORTANT CONTACTS AND SOURCES OF INFORMATION IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST AND THE UNITED STATES DESIRES A FULL EXCHANGE OF 
VIEWS IN THE NAC CONSULTATION ON OCTOBER 9 OR IN SUBSEQUENT 
SESSIONS. 

6. ACTIVATION OF NAVOCFORMED. LUNS REFERRED TO THE OCTOBER 18 
REACTIVATION OF NAVOCFORMED AND SAID THE MILITARY COMMITTEE HAD 
BELATEDLY APPROVED THE PRESS RELEASE. RECALLING THAT 

IT WAS ALLIANCE PRACTICE THAT THE DPC APPROVE SUCH PRESS 
STATEMENTS, LUNS PROPOSED THAT THE DPC CONVENE TOMORROW, 

OCTOBER 9, AFTER THE NAC CONSULTATION ON THE MIDDLE EAST.(SEESEPTEL) 
AFTER THE LUNCHEON, CATALANO SPOKE TO MCAULIFFE PRIVATELY AND 
INQUIRED WHETHER THE US EMBASSY IN BELGRADE HAD NOTIFIED YUGOSLAV 
AUTHORTIES ABOUT NAVOCFORMED ACTIVATION. COMMENT: MISSION 
WOULD APPRECIATE RESPONSE TO USNATO 5367 AND 5451. END COMMENT 
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7. NUCLEAR ASPECTS OF NUNN AMENDMENT. PECK REFERRED TO EARLIER 
EXPLANATIONS OF SECTIONS 302D GIVEN TO PERMREPS BY AMBASSADOR 
RUMSFELD AND SAID LONDON HAD NOW BECOME CONCERNED BY THE RELATION- 
SHIP OF THE NUNN AMENDMENT TO MBFR. HE REPORTED THAT IN A 
CONVERSATION WITH THE FCO, AN OFFICIAL OF THE SOVIET EMBASSY 

IN LONDON HAD POINTED OUT THAT THE NUNN AMENDMENT FORBIDS AN INCREASE 
IN U.S. NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN EUROPE BEFORE JUNE 30, 1975. THE SOVIET 
DIPLOMAT SAID THAT THE USSR INTERPRETS THIS AS A PRELIMINARY MOVE TO- 
WARD INTRODUCING NUCLEAR REDUCTIONS DURING THE COURSE OF THE CURRENT 
VIENNA MBFR TALKS. PECK URGED DISCUSSION OF THIS ISSUE BY THE 
ALLIES AT AN EARLY DATE. 
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8. MCAULIFFE RECALLED THAT AMBASSADOR RUMSFELD HAD SAID THAT THE 
U.S. WOULD CONFER WITH THE ALLIES ON THIS SUBJECT BEFORE THE 
SECRETARY OF DEFENSE SENDS HIS REPORT TO THE VARIOUS 
COMMITTEES OF THE U.S. CONGRESS. MCAULIFFE SAID HE UNDER- 
STOOD THAT PRELIMINARY STUDIES HAD ONLY RECENTLY BEGUN AND THAT 
THERE IS STRONG LIKELIHOOD THAT IN THE NOT TOO DIST FUTURE 

THE UNITED STATES WOULD BE CONDUCTING FIRST A MILITARY ASSESSMENT 
AND THEN A POLITICAL-MILITARY ASSESSMENT OF VARIOUS ASPECTS OF 
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SECTION 302.D OF THE NUNN AMENDMENT. HE SAID HE DID NOT KNOW 
WHEN PRECISELY INSTRUCTIONS WOULD COME FORWARD FROM WASHINGTON 
BUT HE WAS CERTAIN U.S. AUTHORITIES ARE AWARE OF THE NEED TO 
CONSULT WITH OUR ALLIES ON THIS IMPORTANT ISSUE. 

9. ALLIANCE CONSULTATION ON DETENTE. COMMENTING ON SECRETARY 
KISSINGER'S STATEMENT ON DETENTE TO THE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE, PECK OBSERVED THAT THE SECRETARY'S REMARKS WERE UNDER- 
STANDABLY FASHINGED IN U.S. DOMESTIC TERMS AND IN A BILATERAL US- 
SOVIET CONTEXT; AND THAT THE ALLIANCE IN CONSULTING 

ON THIS SUBJECT WOULD HAVE TO LOOK AT MULTILATERAL ASPECTS 
AND EXPAND THE ENTIRE ISSUE CONSIDERABLY. DE STEARDE AND MENZIES 
THOUGHT THAT IN MANY RESPECTS THE SECRETARY'S RESPONSES TO 
QUESTIONS WERE MORE ILLUMINATING THAN THE PREPARED STATEMENT ITSELF. 
MENZIES ENCOURAGED HIS COLLEAGUES TOREFER ALSO TO SECRETARY 
KISSINGER'S COMMENTS TO THE COUNCIL AT THE SPECIAL MEETING ON 
JULY 4 AND HE ALSO SUGGESTED THE SPC MIGHT DRAW ON THE LATEST 
APAG REPORT. MCAULIFFE SAID THAT SECRETARY KISSINGER'S REMARKS 
TO THE SFRC WERE CALLED TO THE ATTENTION OF THE ALLIES TO 
REPRESENT THE U.S. INPUT TO THE SPC'SEFFORT TO IDENTIFY SUBJECTS 
FOR LATER DISCUSSION IN THE COUNCIL. MCAULIFFE HOPED 
THAT OTHER ALLIES MIGHT PROVIDE SIMILAR INPUTS, 

PERHAPS IN THE FORM OF STATEMENTS BY THEIR FOREIGN MINISTERS 
OR PRIME MINISTERS, OR IN THE FORM OF ARTICLES BY SUCH KEY OFFICIALS 
IN WHICH THEY EXPRESSED THEIR OWN NATIONAL VIEWS OF DETENTE IN A 
DOMESTIC OR MULTILATERAL FRAMEWORK. WHEN THE SPC HAD SUCH INPUTS 
FROM 8 OR 10 OR 15 ALLIES, THEN IT WOULD BE ABLE TO ENGAGE IN 

CONSTRUCTIVE WORK. 

10. CARRAUD COMMENTED THAT A DISCUSSION OF DETENTE PRESENTED 
CERTAIN DIFFICULTIES FOR FRANCE. IN ONE RESPECT THE U.S. AND 
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PERHAPS NO OTHER ALLY ADDRESSED DETENTE IN OVERALL TERM, I.E., 

BY MINGLING MILITARY, POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND FINANCIAL ASPECTS. 

THIS, AS WELL WELL KNOWN, CAUSED CERTAIN DIFFICULTIES FOR PARIS. 

IN STILL ANOTHER RESPECT THE U.S. AND PERHAPS THE U.S. ALONE, 

LOOKED AT DETENTE AS A PROCESS THAT ENCOMPASSES THE ENTIRE 
GLOBE AND ALL NATIONS. THIS TOO CREATED DIFFICULTIES FOR FRANCE. 
CATALANO SAID HE FAVORED THE UK CONTRIBUTION RECENTLYINTRODUCED 
IN THE SPC ALONG WITH THE KISSINGER SEPTEMBER 19 REMARKS BEING TAKEN 
TOGETHER AS A GOOD POINT FOR DEPARTURE. THE ITALIAN PERMREP 
THOUGHT RECENT REMARKS BY BREZHNEV IN BERLIN ALSO SHOULD 
BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT AS SHOULD SUCH IMPORTANT QUESTIONS AS 
PETROLEUM PRICES AND SUPPLIES AND THEIR EFFECT ON THE INTERNATION 
FINANCIAL STRUCTURE. 

1 1 . HARTOGH EXPRESSED GENERAL AGREEMENT ADDING THAT HE CONSIDERED 
THE SECRETARY'S STATEMENTS AS AN INCENTIVE TO BEGIN IN INTELLECTUAL 
DIALOGUE. HARTOGH SAID THE ALLIES MUST DETERMINE WHAT ARE THEIR 
OBJECTIVES IN THE DETENTE PROCESS, AND THEY SHOULD ALSO DISCUSS AND 
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IF POSSIBLE AGREE ON WHAT THEY CONSIDER TO BE THE OBJECTIVES OF THE 
USSR. THE DUTCH AMBASSADOR ADDED THAT HE FELT THAT THERE WAS TOO 
MUCH CONFUSION IN THE PUBLIC MIND AT THEMOMENT BETWEEN DETENTE 
AND ENTENTE. DE STAERCKE REMARKED THAT THERE WAS ADEQUATE TIME 
FOR THIS CONSULTATION AND FOR DELGATIONS TO SEEK INSTRUCTIONS. 

THE SPC WILL NOT RETURN FROM THE UNITED STATES UNTIL OCTOBER 15. 

THE DEAN THOUGHT THAT THE QUESTION OF TIMING FOR SUBMISSION OF 
A REPORT BY THE SENIOR POLITICAL COMMITTEE SHOULD REMAIN AN OPEN 
ISSUE FOR DECISION AT A LATER DATE. 

12. ANTI-ARMOUR BRIEFING FOR THE DPC. LUNS CALLED ATTENTION TO 
MCAULIFFE'S SEPTEMBER 30 LETTER OFFERING THE DPC AN ANTI-ARMOUR 
BRIEFING ON OCTOBER 31 EITHER AS A SEPARATE MEETING OR IN CON- 
JUNCTION WITH A MEETING ON OTHER SUBJECTS. AFTER DISCUSSION IT WAS 
AGREED THAT THE DPC WOULD MEET REGULARLY ON OCTOBER 31 AND THAT 
DURING THE COURSE OF THAT REGULAR MEETING THE U.S. PRESENTATION 
ON ANTI-ARMOUR WOULD BE SCHEDULED. 

13. PLANS FOR DECEMBER MINISTERIALS . PECK RECALLED THAT BEFORE 
THE OTTAWA MINISTERIAL, DE STAERCKE HAD SAID THAT THE MAYOR OF 
BRUSSELS PLANNED TO HOST A CELEBRATION OF SOME SORT IN DECEMBER 
DURING THE COURSEOF THE NATO MINISTERIAL MEETING. HE INQUIRED 

AS TO ITS PRESENT STATUS. DE STAERCKE RESPONDED THAT THE MAYOR 
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OF BRUSSELS PLANS TO HOLD A BUFFET DINNER IN THE HOTEL DE VILLE 
TO WHICH HE WILL INVITE THE FOREIGN MINISTERS AND THE MEMBERS OF 
THE NORTH ATLANTIC COUNCIL. THIS CELEBRATIONWILL TAKE THE 
PLACE OF THE CEREMONIAL DINNER CUSTOMARILY HOSTED BY THE BELGIAN 
GOVERNMENT EACH DECEMBER. THE BELGIAN AUTHORITIES, HE ASSURED, 

WILL DO THEIR UTMOST TO SCHEDULE THIS EVENT SO THAT IT DOES NOT 
CONFLICT WITH THE QUADRIPARTITE DINNER. 

14. NORTH ATLANTIC ASSEMBLY ANNUAL SESSION. PECK RECALLED HIS 
PREVIOUS REMARKS TO PERMREPS CONCERNING THE NOVEMBER 12-16 
NORTH ATLANTIC ASSEMBLY ANNUAL SESSION IN LONDON. AND URGED 
PERMREPS TO PLAN TO ATTENDTHE SESSION IN THE AFTERNOON OF 
NOVEMBER 14 WHICH WILL BE ADDRESSED BY THE BRITISH PRIME MINISTER 
WHOMEVER HE MAY BE. AMBASSADOR KRAPF (FRG) REMINDED HIS COLLEAGUES 
HOW OFTEN AMB. RUMSFELD HAD ADVISED EACH OF THEM TO GET IN 
CLOSER CONTACT WITH THEIR PARLIAMENTARIANS. KRAPF URGED 

THE PERMREPS TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF THE GATHERING ALLIED 
PARLIAMENTARIANS IN LONDON, TO BRIEF THEIR NATIONAL DELEGATIONS, 

TO MEET THE PARLIAMENTARIANS INDIVIDUALLY, AND TO ATTEND NAA 
COMMITTEE MEETINGS AS AN OBSERVER. MENZIES RECALLED THE PARA 
IN THE JUNE 1974 ATLANTIC DECLARATION CALLING FOR CLOSER 
RELATIONS BETWEEN NATO AND ALLIED PARLIAMENTARIANS. LUNS AND 
DE STAERCKE EXPRESSED WARM AGREEMENT WITH KRAPF'S REMARKS. 

THE SYG POINTING OUT THAT EASY EXCESS TO LONDON PRESENTS 
OPPORTUNITY FOR AMPLE ATTENDANCE BY PERMREPS. LUNS, KRAPF 
AND CATALANO SAID THEY WOULD DEFINITELY ATTEND. DE FREITAS 
CRUZ SAID HE COULD NOT ATTEND SINCE PORTUGAL STILL HAS NO 
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PROPERLY ELECTED PARLIAMENTARIANS. ERALP SAID HE UNDERSTOOD 
THE NAA HAD INVITED SECRETARY KISSINGER, FOREIGN MINISTER 
SAUVAGNARGUES AND PRIME MINISTER ECEVIT TO ADDRESS THE 
LONDON ASSEMBLY.MCAULIFFE 
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
